export house which was pushing into Mex 
ico and South America for trade, and so i 
came about that most of my eggs arc those 
of birds of those countries.

\ A copy of The Courier, a London journa 
of the date Thursday, Sept. 29, 1814, re- 
cently found its way into the New Yor'. 
World office. The Courier was a four pag 
paper, and cost thirteen cents. The num 
her in question is largely filled with new 
of ttlie conflict with the United States o 
America. The capture aud destruction o 
the city of Washington are reported, which 
achievement is spoken ot as "justly mei 
ited British vengeance." The flight of Mr 
Madison and his ministers to some un 
known hiding place, they having probabl 
thrown themselves on the mercy of the ab- 
origines, forma the subject of the only ex] 
itorial in the paper. 


It is always an agreeable task to remind 


the New Englanders that they appreciated 
the pecuniary advantages of helping their 
country's enemies during the war of 1812 
, This letter from the English paper, tell 
ing how the people of Nantucket had 
agreed to supply the British ships with 
provisions and to abstain from hostilities 
against them, serves the purpose very 
veil: 


Since I wrote you on the 20th the whole 


island has Ireen m an uproar. The British brig 
Ninu'oa, Captain Newtau, oaino up and au- 
thored Just outside the bar yesterday after- 
noon; a lieutenant came on shore with sixteen 
men in a "barge, with some kind of mission to 
the selectmen; they tarried till near dark and 
returned. Wo knew nothing of the nature ol 
tbis~proceeding till this foi eaoon. The select- 
men and two or three ot the principal inhabit- 
ants went donn in two boats with flags at 
alout 10 o'clock. la about an hour they re- 
turned with Captain Newton and several of 
tis officer^ tlio captain went up into the hall 
of the npper office, whereabout 130 inhabitants 
wero assembled and delivered to the modera- 
tor of tho meeting a paper containing sundry 
proposals. Previous to his arrival, however, a 
letter was read in the hall, which was brought 
by the Nimrod from Commodore Hotlia.rn. 
d<btc4 y&aioiau.y, uu ijniraner a ibiituu, on board 
hiB majesty's ship Superb. This letter stated 
that tho vice admiral (Cochrane) had received 
the communications of the magistrate of N 
tucket requesting relief, and representing tho 
inhabitants to be in n, state of starvation, and 
that lie had sent the Nimrod to inqiare into 
the truth of tlie stat< mcut, 


The paper handed by the captain contained 
proposals to this oflect, viz.: The inhabitants 
of the island sliall declare themselves ncutial, 
and continue so during the war, Thevwillle 
allowed to Import from the continent fuel and 
provisions in a.small and limited number of 
vessels, watch are to be licensed by the British 
commodore. AH go\ ormucnt property, if any, 
shall he given up or destroyed, such as artillery, 
arms, ammunition, etc. (There is none here.) 
The inhabitants will not be allowed to carry 
on "their fishery11 (I presume he means the 
whale fishery); they may export aj well as im- 
port such articles as will not pay a duty to 
government—oil and candles, I presume, pay 
no duty. Should any of his majesty's vessel^ 
arrive here they are allowed to take whatever 
provisions aud supplies tlicy may want, not 
distressing tlie inhabitants therefor, paying 
for the same. A deputation of the magistrates 
or selectmen nre to proceed hence to the 
commodore in Gaulner's bay tomorrow* if 
possible, to conclude the treaty, 
This evening at C o'clock the Inhabitants 


met in the ojieu street near the town house, 
tUat* isoildiufr being 100 small for their accom- 
modation. The proposals of the British com- 
modore being read they passed the following 
resolutions nem. can.: 1. We will not bear 
arms against hia Brittauio majesty during tho 
present war. 2. We will deliver up all public 
property on the island. 3. We will not oppose 
any Bntihh \ essels n hich may arrive hero for 
provisions, etc ^such as may bo spared without 
distressing the inhabitants—paying for tlio 
same. (This vote was originally expressed 
thus, by recommendation of a Democrat, "YTo. 
will supply the Bulish vessels of war with 
such provisions as they may demand," which 
being opposed by a Federalist, was modified as 
It now stands.) 4. A committee of four of the 
selectmen and magistrates shall proceed 
forthwith to tlio British, commodore to ratify 
the agreement. 5. This committee shall con- 
sist of Joseph Clmoo, Zenus Uoffln, Josia Bar- 
ker aud Aaroo Mitchell (two Democrats aud 
two Federalists). 


The following is the editorial artiola 


which speaks of tho flight oi Mr. Madison 
and also makes some valuable and disin- 
terested suggestions as to the course tho 
Americans should pursue: 


1 The place to which Mr. Madison and his niiu-, 
isters have fled has not been accurately ascer, 
tained, TYe have Boston papers to the 2d inst. 
and New York to the 1st, but not a woidig 
mentioned relative to them. One would have 
eupposen, unless their fortitude has totally 
forsaken them, that they would have issued 
some proclamation, calling upon tho people to 
arm and not to give way to despondence. But 
no—insolent and boasting in prosperity, they 
seem to be mean and pauic struck in adver- 
sity. Tlioy remain in their hiding places, and 
each state and city Is left to its own guidance. 
The consequence may te that some of the 
states mav separate from the rest and seek 
their safety in negotiation with our com- 
mander. Baltimore is reported to have made 
proposals; Nantucket, a small island belong- 
ing to the state of Massachusetts, had, even 
before our success at Washington, made over- 
jtuies to Sir Alexander Cochiane, which had 
oeen accepted, and fahe is to remain neutral 
during the war. The w hole state of Massachu- 
jsetts would be glad to have the same benefit 
Conferred on it. 
L in the midst of this severe calamity this in- 


elible disgrace to the American arms, an 
army of 8,000 flying before a force of 1,600 and 
suffering their capital to be taken and de- 
stroyed without reaistancia, one party recom- 
mends Immediate peace and the other an b> 
stant change of men aud measures. Peace 
they may make, but it must be on condition 
that America has not a foot of land on the 
waters of St. Lawrence. Our Canada frontier 
must be secured by an extension of territory; 
the Americans must have no settlement on the 
lakes, for if they have good harbors on the 
lakes, well fortified and supported by a set- 
tled country, they will never want for ships at 
the breaking out of any war. But it is not the 
harbors-on the lakes alone which, are essential 
to the security of the Canodas. On tho Ameri- 
can bank of the St. Lawrence, between Sack- 
ett's Harbor and St. Regis, there are a hun- 
dred positions, which, by being fortified, will, 
whenever the country becomes sufficiently set-* 
tied, Insure a ready communication, into tho 
heart of Canada.

1794 would be the height of impolicy, and the 
Americans must distinctly and explicitly aban- 
don their newfangled principles of the law of 
nations. We must hear no more of free ships 
and free goods. 
, With respect to a ciacge in the government

£If Mr. Madison," says one o'f the American pa-

In Many BoBpcctn They Differ Trom 


Engliali and American "Help." 


Servants in France are much more hu- 


man than those across the channel. They 
are more independent, too, at least in out- 
ward seeming, They ate capable of "an- 
swering back," likewise of viudictiveucss. 


I know of a certain Parisian lady who 


(ad the unhappy thought to go below 
fctairs on her return from opera or ball, 
with the object of a secret inspection of the 
premises. Tlie servants soon knew it; with 
the result that madam's beautiful dresses 
were spoiled, in consequence of the doors 
and dooiways being ingeniously greased. 
The story was told me by tho wife of one 
of the men servants. 


It is to be remembered that the best 


French servants do not take service with 
foreigners from the simple fact that they 
have small chance of securing a place in a 
good French family afterward. 
French 


women think the English very bad house- 
feeepeis. They do not take into considera- 
tion that the English have their children 
ibout them, that they usually have largo 
families, that friends who drop in are 
pressed to stay to luncheon or dinner and 
;he master of the house feels at liberty to 
nvite a man friend to any meal without 
warning.

Madame goes about in, I grieve to say, a 
"peignoir," and instructs her stuff; or if 
Jut one or two servants are kept she dusta 
ill ornaments, and having set the ma- 
chinery in working order leaves it to work 


itself. Once dressed for the day she 


loes not descend from herdiasof "grancle 
fame." "We often hear French servants 
accused of dishonesty. I did not, however, 
ind them thievish. If they do steal, you 
may be sure th.it they will take something 
worth taking. 


There is a 'good deal of esprit de corps 


about them. They have small interests of 
heir own and are not gossips. It is un- 
wise in Fiance to do your own marketing; 
your cook will do it better than you. She 
gets a certain percentage from the market 
vomen, but she buys things cheaper than- 
•on cau; therefore you are not really out 
f pocket and are saved trouble. 
Coachmen and footmen are frequently 


mported from England and receive high 
wages. All other wages may be placed 
omewhai lower than in England, but you 
vill get a better cook at a hundred dollars 
a year in France than you could anywhere 
n Great Britain. The French housemaid 
does not work as hard as the English house- 
maid docs. In the first place, the "f roteur" 
omes every week or every two weeks to 
lolish the floors and stairs, in the next, she 
loes not have baths in each room to fill, 
iinpty and keep clean, as our French 
riends do not deem a morning tub abso- 
utely necessarj. 
The duties of housekeeper, butler and 


_ook are about the same as iu England, as 
ire those of the lady's maid.—Cor. Kate

AVheu 
to this cogent reasoning tho queen objected 
the emptiness of the Castilian treasury, 
and the need of again pawning her jewels 
iifnJfynisVredTrer of the nourishing state ot 
the Aragonese finances, doubtless because 
of the revenues yielded by tho expulsion of 
the Jews, and of the resources there avail- 
able, promising at tho same time to win 
over the perplexed and inert miud of Ferdi- 
nand the Catholic. 


Thereupon messengers were sent post 


haste, who stopped Columbus at a neigh- 
boring bridge some two leagues away and 
made him turn back to Granada, where, 
in April, 1402, the articles of agreement 
known as the capitulations of Santa Fo 
were signed, granting to Columbus all lie 
asked.

Does it not strike you as strange, consid- 


ering the fact that more than half the cof- 
fee consumed in the world is grown in 
Brazil, that one seldom sees Brazilian cof- 
fee advertised? Should you ask your gro- 
cer for "best Brazilian" he would not know 
what to give you. The reason is because 
the best coffee grown in Brazil is sold un- 
der tho name of "Java" and "Mocha," and 
a large share of the inferior grades aro 
marked "Bourbon" and "Martinique." 
Yet nowadays the latter island produces 
hardly more than 500 sacks of coffee in a 
year—a mere drop in tho world's big 
bucket, and Bi/urbon yields perhaps 0,000 
sacks per annum—just about enough to 
supply the markets of Rio for twenty-four 
hours, 


At least nine-tenths of all the "Mocha" 


cofteo that you drink with such gusto be- 
cause it costs an extra price is tlie small, 
round bean of the Brazilian plant, picked 
from the tips of the upper branches where 
the tropic sun has had most chance to in- 
fuse richness into it, and afterward "sepa- 
rated" by hand. Tho fazendeiros (coffee 
planters) of Brazil, unlike those of Java, 
do not sell their crops under any special 
trade mark. Between the fazeiidelro and 
exporter a class of "middlemen, "unknown 
elsewhere, intervene—half bankers, half 
brokers—locally designated as commisa- 
nos, who lower the standard of the crop by 
mixing different harvests, thus relieving 
individual producers of all responsibility 
and depriving the product of its true value. 
—Rio de Janeiro Cor. Boston Bulletin.

or tli lae days beloi e the circus spread its 
tents in Albuquerque tho natives began to 
arrive from tho interior and camped out 
all about the town. I never saw such a 
motley assembly before or since.

while the circus remained—I have forgot- 
ten bow long it was—the natives staid, and 
a more enthusiastic audience no cirens 
ever had, I will venture to a&sert. I will 
alf,o venture the assertion that Cole was 
the first and only circus man to interest 
the chuich in behalf ol his show In order 
to diaw a crowd —Chicago Tribune.

DEATH OF EDWARD T. STEEL 


Edward T. Steel, senior member of 


tl.e firm of E T. Steel & Co , manu- 
'acturers of woolen goods, died at 
Spring Lake, on Sunday night, and was 
buried yesterday afternoon at South 


laurel Hill Cemetery, Philadelphia. 
Phe Philadelphia Times gives the fol- 
owing sketch of his life 


For years Mr. Steel has been a suf- 


erer from chronic dyspepsia, and with- 
n recent months this disease had as- 
iumed a dangerously complicated form. 
Some weeks ago, while at the Union 
jeague, of which he was a prominent 
me mber, he was suddenly prostrated, 
and it was thought then that he could 
not survive the attack 
He was corn- 


jelled to remain and be treated at the 
jeague for several days, and finally 
allied sufficiently to be removed to 
lis residence in Gerraantown. 
Subse- 


[uently be was taken for the benefit 


>f sea air to Spring Lake, but his con- 
dition was not improved as it was 
loped it would be, and he steadily de- 
clined until the end came. 


Mr. Steel was a descendent of one 


f the very oldest Philadelphia families 
lis ancestors having been members or 
,he Society of Friends who emigrated 
'rotn Great Britain in 1683, one of 


class in the country, 
at 24 Bank street 


In business Mr. Steel made it a rule 


to invariably pay the ready money for 
all goods as bought, and thus secure 
discounts on all purchases 
He be- 


lieved that the science of business is 
embraced in the laws of interest, and 
was firmly convinced that success cer- 
tainly was attained, and to a greater 
extent and more speedily, by limiting 
the amount of business to the ability 
to make settlements by cash. that 
credit was a privilege only to be used 
in times of great financial embarrass- 
ment, and was, of necessity, only 
available thf>n if not made use of as 
a rule. 


Mr Steel's interest in the public 


schools probably was due first to the 
fact that his mother had been a teach- 
er, and when he reached manhood be 
manifested his interest by taking an 
active part in all measures to advance 
the cause of public education 


He was appointed a member of the 


Board of Education in 1877, and in 
1879 
was chosen president of the 


board, retaining that place until Janu 
ary, 1889, when, having declined a re- 
appointment to the board, he was suc- 
ceeded in the presidency by Isaac A 
Sheppard. 


Dm ing his incumbency of the office 


he was noted for his zeal and constant 
attention to the welfare of the schools, 
making them his first concern whether 
at home or abroad. He was an earnest 
advocate of manual training in the 
schools and his influence and investi-> 
gations in that duection helped ma- 
terially in the founding of the fiist 
manual training school and the adop- 
tion of the kindergarten into the pub- 
lic school system. 


No other public office ever appeared 


to have any charms for Mr Steel, 
though he was always a strong Repub- 
lican, and did what he could for his 
party's success, having formed a Lin- 
coln Club prior to the war 
He was 


an ardent anti-slavery advocate and 
was active in the support of Fremont, 
and one of the founders of the Mer- 
cantile Tariff Club of 1860. 


He took a very active part in the 


Centennial Exposition, and was a 
member of the Centennial Board of 
Finance. 


One of the most successful under- 


takings of Mr. Steel's active career 
was his supervision of the taking of 
the census of the city of Philadelphia 
in 1880. 
The census bad been taken 


in the regular way, but it was found to 
be very incomplete and unsatisfactory, 
and President Hayes appointed Mr 
Steel to take entire charge of a new 
census 
He made appointments of 


census takers without reference to the 
politics of the men, and his system 
proved both novel and satisfactory 


In 1890 numerous influential citi- 


zens urged Mr. Steel to become a can- 
didate for Mayor, and his name was 
very favorably considered by the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, but he de- 
clined, in a long letter to that organis 
zation, to pennit his name to be con- 
sidered 


Upon the temporary ovei throw of 


the Gowen faction in the management 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road in April, 1881, Mr. Steel was 
elected one of the Board'of Directors 
of that company on the McCalmon 
ticket, headed ,by Frank S, Bond as 
president. 


During the various conferences held 


in the latter part of 1886 by the Citi- 
zens' and Union League sub-commit- 
tees for the purpose of settling upon a 
Republican Mayorality candidate un- 
der the Bullitt bill, Mr. Steel's name 
was very prominently mentioned for 
the office, but the selection fell upon 
Edwin H. Filler 


Mr. Steel was a Past Master of Har- 


mony Lodge, No. 152, and he was the 
treasurer of the Grand Lodge, F. and 
A. M 
He was a director of the Fi- 


delity Trust and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, and president 
of the Southwestern Impiovement 
Company of Virginia, which organiza- 
tion is engaged in developing the coal 
and iron mines of Virginia. He was 
also vice president and one of the di- 
rectors of the Pennsylvania Museum 
and School of Industrial Art. 


Mr. Steel was the owner of the 


Hamilton, one of the first of the 
apartment houses built in the city.
